To tho Editor of the Herald. 

Sin :—In our last letter we contended 
that the liquor law was illegal because it 
was monopoly and because a special 
tax was laid on it without any law to sup- 
port it. 
our country is a partof the Dominion it 
became part of it under certain restrict- 
ions and practically on the understanding 
that we were to have the same or similar 
Inws and rights to the other provinces. 

By the Order in Council passed by Her 
Majesty by which the North Western Ter- 
ritories became “a partof the Dominion 
of Canada upon the terms and conditions 
sot forth in tho first address (namely the 
address by both Housesof the Canadian 
Parliament of December 17. 1867)” ask- 
ing that chey have the power to segislate 
for the “future welfare and good govern- 
ment” of Rupert's Land and the North 
Western Territory. Thus it seems that 
the Dominion Parliament, has not abso- 
lute power over us to legislate as it pleases 
as regards to any-thing and that the Do- 
minion Parliament is only allowed to 
legislate for us on certain terms that is 
subject to the terms and conditions of the 
address of December 17 1867. 

Two of the clauses of the 
a follows Canada agreed to provide that 


address are 


the “legal rights of any corporation com- 
pany or individual within the same shall 
be respected and placed under the pro- 
tection of courts and competent jurisdict- 
ion,” in another clause Canada promises to 
“enhance the welfare of the population 
of British subjects already inhabiting the 
unorganized territories by the formation 
therein of political institutions bearing 
analogy as faras circumstances will ad- 
mit to those which existin the several 
provinces of the Dominion,” 

What is the meaning of the legal “right 
of any individual company or corporation 
shall be respected.” It would ordinarily 
mean that any right any company or indi- 
vidual had would be left to him or them, 
or at least could not be taken away from 
them without their consent, At that date 
1867, any settler could have all the liquor 
he pleased without a permit, he also had 
the right to manufacture itor sell it. Is 
it respecting his legal right to put him in 
gaol six months for having a quart of beer 
in his possession to-day ? 

The Hudson Bay Company had a legal 
right to sell their rums and brandies. 
Was it respecting their legal right to stop 
them by fine and imprisonment? Was it 
putting our case under courts of compe- 
tent jurisdiction to send out an army of 
policemen to enter our houses, dig and 
search for liquor and to bring us before 
police officer ora magistrate, and no ap- 
peal from him? There is an appeal now 
to a stipendiary, but in that appeal they 
take away the jury which they have in 
other provinces an’ put us in the hands 
of a stipendiary magistrate who is not a 
court of competent jurisdiction as heholds 
office at the will of the government and 
is not independent of the government as 
all other judges are, 

What does the address mean that Can- 
ada will enhance the welfare of these 
territories by giving them political insti- 
tutions bearing analogy to those of other 
provinces, 

It does not mean the North West Coun- 
cil that is certain for it bears no analogy 
whatever to the political institutions of 
the provinces, as the government rules 
there again, and always has so far kept 
a majority of its appointees there, and has 
kept the council from having any powers 
whatever that could help or advance the 
country. 

I contend that on the terms on which 
we were admitted that we ought to-day to 
have « council whether elective, with the 
same powers as those of other provinces, 
and that every right that we had on De- 
cember 17, 1876 in this country, we have 
to-day, and will have until it is taken away 
by our own consent, Then if we had 
our rights to-day our council would have 
the power to legislate ys to selling spirit- 
yous liquors, the Dominion made an at- 
tempt to violate the terms on which Bri- 
tish Columbia was admitted, the imperial 
parliament made Canada keep her agree- 
ment, so would she, on our application, 
make Canada keep up to her agreement 
with us or let us be a crown colony again, 
I say plainly Canada has strictly no right 
now to legislate for us as she has broken 
all or nearly all the terms of the agree- 
ment on which she had the priviledge of 
legislating tor as,and if she has broken 
the terms on which such right was obtain- 
ed, the right falls to the ground. The 
eume law applies to Canada's agreement 
» ‘sn the Imperial parliament as obtains 
betw >on two private individuals. My con- 
clusions then are. 

}. That any right » corporation, com- 
nany, or indiyidyal had on the 16th day 
of December ‘67 cannot be taken away 
without their own consent. 

2. That we are to-day entitled to politic- 
al institutions similar to the other pro- 
vinces, and with like powers of legislation, 

3. That the Dominion has broken the 
terms of the agreement by which she ob- 
tained the power to legislate for us, and 
that on proper representation to the Im- 
perial authorities we would be guaranteed 
proper legislation or would again be made 
acrown colony independent of the Do- 
minion. 

4. That on appeal the laws passed as 
regards the constitution of our courts 
powers of the North-West council, and 
kcgislation as regards spirituous liquors, 
would be held as not complying with the 
termS under which we became part of 
Canada, and are therefore illegal.

MURDER NEAR FARWELL. 


Chief McMillan Once More 


Not content with taking all the honor 
| and glory for a capture which he did not 
make. Chief MeMillan is doing his best 
to blacken the reputation of the man who 
did make it. ine accuses the officers here 
of making unprincipled efforts to defeat 
hira in attaining the ends of justice, and 
| further states that Chief Constable Ingram 
was twice reprimanded by Col. McLeod 
for doing so. 

The authorities here did refuse, and 
rightly refuse to give up a prisoner, 
charged with so serious an offence, toa 
man, of whom they knew nothing, and 
who had not even a warrant with him to 
show, and Col. McLeod also told Chief In- 
gtam that he was sorry that he had not 
been applied to for an extrdttion warrant 
before the other was issued. This was the 
amount of the attempt to defeat justice 
ad of Col, McLeod's reprimand. 

He furtber accuses the police here of at- 
attempting to arrange for Gilbert's escape 
when they found out that they had to give 
him up. His informatioa must have come 
of course, from Gilbert bimtself, a quite 
sufficient guarantee of its utter worthless- 
ness. Itis one of the most elementary 
axioms among police officers of any experi- 
ence, thata man of Gilbert's character 
will say anything once the handcuffs are 
on him, if he thinks it will afford any 
gratification to his captors.

Deaths from cholera in Spain average 
considerabiy over 1,000 a day owing to the 
filthy condition of the big towns. In the 
country districts the villages are deserted 
the sick are abandoned to their fate and 
the dead left un-buried. 


A library of British sports and pastimes 
in 14 yols. is shortly to appear. It will 
embrace every kind of modern sport and 
the contributors are all men well known 
in their different lines. The whole is edit- 
ed by the Duke of Beaufort.
